Short Title and Commencement:— 

(1) These Regulations may be called Allahabad 
Bank Officer Employees (Acceptance of Jobs in Pri¬ 
vate Sector Concerns after Retirement) Regulations, 
2000. 

(2) These Regulations shall come into force 
from the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application
